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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 44, 82and 98-100 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. "Wax-like" is indefinite. It is not known what these wax-like materials are and it is 
not shown how they resemble waxes. There are many materials with melting points 
over 50 degrees, which show no resemblance to waxes, e.g. iron. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 24, 26-37, 39, 42-44, 47-50, 56, 80 and 81 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lautenbach 4,614,674 or Chang et al. 5,472,649. 

6. Lautenbach et al. disclose epoxy resins with 0.5-12 epoxy equivalents per kg. 
and waxes in column 1, lines 44-64, melting points in column 2, lines 64-66, polyolef in 
waxes in column 3, lines 13-16, metal compounds and their concentrations in column 3, 
fines 56-68, particle sizes in column 4, lines 19-21 glass transition temperatures and 
zinc mercaptobenzothiazole and its concentration in the Examples. The Uralac resins 
have the required molecular weights and the ratio epoxy equivalents to metal 
equivalents can be calculated using the concentrations of the metal compounds. Chang 
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et al. teach epoxy resins with their molecular weight and epoxy equivalents in column 2, 
lines 61-64 and zinc stearate in Example 3. Matting agent for thermally curable system 
is the intended use and as such it has no patentable significance. Applicants' claims 
are not novel. 



7. Claims 38, 40, 41 , 51 , 52, 55, 83-97 and 1 01 -1 03 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.
